W ash ing to n, D ecem ber 2 2 .— In th e 
S enate Lt-day th e reso lu tio n in tro d u ce d 
by D awes, of M assach u setts, on th e 
second d ay of th e session, in s tru c tin g 
th e C om m ittee on Finance t o inquire 
in to and re p o rt w h a t specific reduction 
can be m ade in custom s d u ties and in­ 
tern atio n al taxes, th at will re d u ce taxes

Three or 
four story college buildings can not 
be defended on any other than 
economical grounds. 
In this case, 
happily, th at question need not 
arise. Senator Stanford lias money 
alm ost w ithout lim it, and it is under­ 
stood th at he proposes to spend it 
w ithout stint in this great monument. 
In high buildings, all the light foul 
air Ixom below rises into the rooms 
above. All the heavier gases gener­ 
ated in tLe upper rooms sink to poi­ 
son the atm osphere on the floors bo- 
low . Then there is 'all the danger 
arising from fires, and the imposBi’ 
bility of perfectly guarding against 
the cutting off of some portion of -the 
b u ild in g s in a conflagration. At M r. 
Htandford’s place, on the banks of 
tb e San Franciscito Creek, in Ban 
M ateo county, there is am ple ground. 
They are m ost charm ingly situated, 
a n d w ith these cottages interspersed 
th ro u g h the groves of .trees of natur­ 
a l g ro w th , th e life of the student m»y 
b e both healthful and pleasant. 
W ith th e unlim ited funds available 
for th is g re a t seat of learning, Cali- 
n f a sh o u ld have the finest Univer- 
v in the world.

Hotel at Monrovia Tuesday nighl at 
tracted a large and distinguished attend* 
auce from Loa Augeles, Pasadtma and 
abroad to tbe banquet and ball which 
commemorated the event. Monrovia 
has grown into a household wi rd in 
Southern California, of late. It is uumcd 
after Mr. W. N. Monroe, the energetic 
and indefatigable gentleman who has 
won laurels in California, Texas and 
Mexico as a railway builder. He, in 
common with Hon. J. F. Crank, Judg< 
J. D. Bicknell and M ayor. Spence 
can claim the honor of being the creators 
of this, the newest and most promising 
candidate for public favor as the eclectic 
sanitarium and center for homes of 
(Southern California. Only a short seven 
months ago and Mourovia liad no exist­ 
ence. To-day the place has valid claims 
for recognition as one of the best estab­ 
lished towns in Southern California. It 
has a posti ttice, drug store, millinery 
and dressmaking establishments, store- 
for general merchandise, a lumber yard, 
real estate offices (of course), restaurants, 
two hotels, with another 011 tbe tupi»; a 
telephone office, livery stables and a rail­ 
way depot, and it will soon have another 
railway connection the line of which, by 
the way, we have autheutie advicea, will 
pass through the town.

Having purchased some 
fifteen hundred acres of tbe Santa Anita 
rancho from M r. E. J. Baldwin, and 
having added to this tract some two 
hundred acres bought from other own­ 
ers iu the direction of the Duarte, they 
at once begauto clear off the brush and 
develop water. Having purchased half 
tbe water of the Ba da Anita creek and 
of tbe Saw Fit cafiou they proceeded to 
carry it iu cemented pipos all over thtir 
tract. Before they sold a lot they had 
expended probably one hundred thou 
sand dollars in this work of assuring 
prosperity to the settleineut, rain or 
shiue. 
Monrovia is absolutely indc 
pendent of the weather-clrrk, having a 
perennial supply of pure water from tbe 
Sierra Madre range of mountaius, which 
affords the town such a picturesque and 
mujestic background. 
Located at an 
altitude of between twelve and thirteen 
hundred feet, th* air there is imlescriba 
bly health-giving and stimulating. The 
writer is closely acquainted with the 
climatic peculiarities of most sections of 
California, and he has no hesitation in 
pronouncing this the most attractiveaud 
efficacious region iu the State for por- 
sous aliiicted with asthma, bronchitis, 
catarrh, and similar ailments. 
The 
atmosphere reuhzt-s in its most radical 
sense the meaning of tbe word “ balmy. ”

The Colonel at once real­ 
ized the possibili ies of the place aud 
purchased a hundred acres, which he is 
improving in tine style. He has had 
ample reason to thank his stars, a9 his 
investment has paid him handsomely. 
It was the hotel erected by Col. Kiefer 
which was formally opened Tuesday. 
This experienced and sagacious caterer 
has announced to the writer his purpose 
to erect n much larger hotel on u com- 
minding knoll at the foot of the moun­ 
taius. E h passant, I we may say that the 
thoroughfares of Monrovia are laid out 
on the modern plan, at right angles, 
those running east aud west having tbe 
names of trees and those running north 
and south bearing tbe names of flowers. 
At the intersections of the streets there 
ure water gates, aud all the thirsty way­ 
farer has to do is to drop a dipper into 
the clean cement opening to quench 
his thirst with the most sparkling 
mountain water in the world. 
We 
ought not to omit to state that there 
are twelve buildings now in course of 
erection in the town, and that mauy 
costly residences aro iu contemplation 
for the immediate future, one of them 
including a $10,000 home 
which 
Mr. Remi Nadeau will shortly erect 
on a sightly eminence. These build­ 
ing coignes of vantage are quite numer­ 
ous, owing to a conformation of the 
ground arising from the gradual slopo 
from the foot of the mountain towards 
»he valley. On two capital knolls Judge 
Bicknell and Hon. E. F. Spence are also 
about to put up elegaut and substantial 
edihces. 
WHAT CAN UR DONE AT MONROVIA. 
The home place of Mr. W. N. Mon­ 
roe illustrates in a perfect manner what 
oau be done at Monrovia. W hen this 
gentleman located there, an incredibly 
sbort time ago, it was in the inidst of 
brnsh and chapparul, which, by tbe 
way, makes the very best land, and he 
has already made himself a perfect para­ 
dise. lie is surrounded by orange and 
bauuna grovt-s. The scale bug has not 
dared to put in an appearance at Mon­ 
rovia, and the oranges are large, clean 
and luscious looking—miracles of color 
and liavor. The banana does better than 
in Los Angelen, while the deciduous 
fruit* flourish finely. In midwinter the 
pea and tomato vines are fairly loaded, 
and they cau be supplied to the 
table every month in the year. Cher­ 
ries, prunes, plums, peaches, apricots 
and nectarines do remarkably well. The 
soil is a rich, moist loam, not needing 
irrigation for the raising of crops, al­ 
though irrigation is resorted to in the 
summer months for the oitrus fruits. 
To show what can be done in Monro­ 
via it may be well to tell the atory of 
Mr. Monroe’s father, a venerable old 
S 
entleman of seventy-four years of age. 
ver a year ago he came out to visit bis 
son, and was suffering from rheumatism 
and the ordinary disabilities which beset 
elderly people in the inclement winter 
weather of Iowa. Under the influence 
of the genial climate of the Monrovia 
foot-hills he at once regained much of 
his old-time vigor, and began the culti- 
vstlon ot a two and • hall acre patch, 
planting it is melons. He permitted mo 
one to assist him, sod netted *425 from 


his labors. Thereupon he sat down ami 
wrote to his son George, who is an low a 
tanner, telling him that he (Monroe 
pert1) could make more net money on two 
aud a half acres thau the son could on 
his hundred and sixty. George wrote 
back to his IjOB Angeles brother desiring 
to know what wsb the matter with the 
old gentleman, adding that when he left 
Iowa he was a truthful man. 
Naturally, uuder the circumstauces, 
real estate is advancing very rapidly iu 
Monrovia. Lots that were scheduled 
ot $100 last April now command «s high 
us $000 
Mr. Truslow, tho General 
Western Passenger Agent of the Atlan­ 
tic & Pacific Railway, bought a five acre 
tract early iu the day, and iu a few 
months be sold it for more than twice 
tbe price he had paid for it. Amongst 
important recent real estate transactions 
is the purchase, by Mr. Remi Nadeau, 
of twenty-five aerea adjoining the center 
of tbo town. Mr. N. intends to cut up 
his property into acre lots and to build 
thereon tasteful cottages, which he will 
eiiheraell or lease. The company itself 
lias built a number of those, which are 
iu instant demand. The indications are 
tbat a boom of giaut proportions will set 
in for Monrovia next month. It will be 
coincident with tbe appearance at that 
place of the trank of the Atchison, To­ 
peta & Santa Fe Railway, which is 
steadily pushing hitherwards. Thirty 
or forty new buildings ate in contempla­ 
tion iu addition to those already under 
way, and Odd Fellow and Masonic 
Lnlges will shortly be inaugurated. 
Quarters have already been prepared for 
them on Myrtle avenue. 
THE (IRAND VIEW HOTEL BANQUET AM» 
BALL. 
The Grand View Hotel is a handsome 
building in the Queen Anne style of 
architecture, and contains fortydive 
sleeping rooms. It is finished iu ati cle- 
gaut, but simple style and all the appoint­ 
ments are first class. There are two 
uining.rooms, ouo for adults and the 
other aud smaller one for children. 
There are two parlors, which can be 
opened into each other. The establish­ 
ment is perfectly lighted by gas manu­ 
factured on the premises. The general 
effect is suggestive of home comfort, und 
'he situation is snch as to command un­ 
limited sunshine aud Exquisite views, 
comprising mountains of the first mag­ 
nitude aud valleys filled with orange 
groves and vineyards. A cosy club hou-e, 
with reading aud billiard rooms mol 
other conveniences, immediately ad­ 
joins the hotel.

A Man Who Enjoyed a 
Thrashing. 


A VERY (iOOD SNAKE STORY 


The Deadly Tic-polonga—1The Poi- 
Boii a t Work—Anguish of the 
Victim—A Novel Remedy. 


Many people are in th e habit of assur­ 
ing their friends that they “ enjoy very 
poor health," not meaning by this asser­ 
tion to express contentm ent wilh th y r 
conditi n, but the contrary. 
When I, 
however, tell you that I once had a jolly 
good thrashing, there is a special inten­ 
tion in ovory word of the phrase. 
The 
castigation was jolly, because I thor­ 
oughly relished every blow us it fell on 
my body; and it was good bec.iuAe it 
saved my life. 
The circumstances in 
which I took this very unusual form of 
gratification were as follows; 
1 was living at Trim urtigherry, where 
I had a small cotton cleaning and press­ 
ing factory. The cotton grow n from 
indigenous seed in th at district has but a 
poor staple, and in fact, is a crop only 
cultivated ou soils which are considered 
too poor for cereals. 
This inferiority o f 
quality naturally deterred shippers from 
placing orders freely with me; and in 
hope of demonstrating to th e ryots the 
advantage of paying more atteution to 
the industry 1 procured a variety of seed 
from America and formed a small model 
plantation near iny bungalow. 
I t succeeded very well, and as the 
halls ripened 1 used carefully to gather 
them myself in order to keep the differ 
ent kinds distinct and to test the yield. 
I was eng iged one moruiug in this 
m anner, auil was in tbo act of plucking 
.some pods off a tree when I felt a sharp 
bite on my right w rist. 
A t the same 
instaut 1 siw a snake fall to the ground 
and writiie rapidly awHy. 
I noticed a 
bright yellow line ou each sido of the 
upper surface of the reptile’s head con­ 
vergent on the snout, arul I feared, only 
too justly, th u t 1 hail hern bitten by u 
tio-pelonga, the dabola Russelli, one of 
the inoBt common of venomons snakes. 
If anything were wauted to confirm my 
misgivings is was supplied by a glance 
a% my injured wrist. 
A look was suffi­ 
cient, and I instantly knew that the 
wound had been inflicted by a poisonous 
serpent. 
There is an unm istakable indication of 
th e nature of snake bites, the nua-Doi- 
■onous being marked by the teeth of the 
reptile, whereas poisonous ones are dis­ 
tinguished by only two pundurcB. 
The 
two fatal marks where tbo creature’s 
fangs had pierced my skiu were only too 
plainly visible. 
“ At least my destroyer shall not «a- 
cape,’’and springing forward, I crushed 
th e suake, which proved to be a tic-pol- 
onga, under the heel, just as it was reach­ 
ing a crevice in th e earth, where it 
would have been safe. 
Revenge was certainly my primary 
imputad in killing the reptile, but I had 
a secondary object, which was to ascer­ 
tain his age ami size, as the oou«equences 
attendant on a poisonous snake bite are 
materially affected thereby. Thu tio- 
polonga attains the length of fifty inches 
and death generally rapidly supervenes 
on the bite of a fall-grown specimen, es­ 
pecially if the wouuiied part be one of 
th e extrem ities, such as a finger or a 
toe, which can be fairly reized between 
the reptile’s jaws. 
T he venom is in that 
case injected deeply into the flesh, and 
commingling at once with the blood is 
rapidly diffused through the veinB and 
arteries, uud reaching the heart, paraly­ 
ses th at orgnu. 
But if the part attacked 
present n wider surface, so th at tho ep­ 
idermis muy perhaps only be abraded 
and the subouticle remain unpierced, the 
chances of remedial measures proving 
efficacious, are greatly iucreased, while 
the consequences of uuy wound inflicted 
by a dabola of not more than twenty or 
twenty-four inches may generally be 
oounteraoted. 
The degree of danger from snake-bite 
al>o depends considerably on several 
other eoMlitions, such as the health of 
the patient; whether the snake has re­ 
cently mude a meal or bitten any other 
object, in which case it will have ex 
hausted its poison glands; and, finally, 
the time of day, as in tho e-»rly morning 
when th e air is raw and chilly, a snake 
is languid and will strike with compara­ 
tively little energy, whereas during the 
heat of the day it is active and gtuerully 
very fierce. 
The circumstances of my case seemed 
decidedly against me. 
The tic polonga 
I had killed was at least th irty inolu-s in 
length, ami therefore capable of inflict­ 
ing a mortal wound; it was tasting, uud 
its poisou glands must consequently 
have been fully charged at the moment 
it bit me—it was after 9 o’clock, and ii 
very hot hay, aud the bite on my wrist 


w q b very deep. 
The only point in my 
favor was that I was in excellent health. 
I knew the awful gravity of my situa­ 
tion, and was uwaru th at unless some 
remedies were applied immediately 1 
should certainly be ilesd in three qu 
ters of a boar at the longest. 
There was no «urgeon or apotheoary 
within fifteeu miles of my factory, b n t I 
fortunately had some kuowloJge of the 
proper method of dealing with such 
cases as my own, having once seen a 
ryot being treated for a suake bitu by 
remedies I proposed to apply to myself, 
only I remembered w ith inelancbolly 
interest that tbo unfortunate Hindoo 
had died, notwithstanding tho unrem it 
ting exertion made to save his life. 
The treatm eut for snake bites is liga­ 
ture of the limb above the wound, freo 
incision, sucking, cauterization, bathing 
the wound with ammonia, nud also the 
taking of brandy or ammonia internally. 
Remembering these several directions, I 
rushed into tho bungalow and mnde a 
very efficient tourniquet w ith a walking 
stick and a wet towel, which I passed 
around my forearm, effectually stopping 
tho circulation. 
I also summoned my 
■ boy Veerapeu to my assistance, and us I 
had no ammonia iu the house I ordered 
him to open a botile of brandy with all 
spued. 
W hile Veerapen was getting the 
cognao I slashed my w rist freely all 
around the injured part w ith my pocket 
knife, particularly probing the punctures 
made by the serpent’s fangs, and as tho 
blood spurted freely from the wound 1 
sucked it w ith tho vigor anil desperation 
of a man who knew th at a delay of only 
a quarter of a m inute in eliminating the 
virus from his system may seal his doom, 
I noticed with horror th at my arm 
was swelling rnpidly, and I began to ex­ 
perience a 
difficulty in 
respiration, 
which I knew wao a most unfavorable 
symptom. 
Some powerful excitanc was 
necessary immediately to counteract tho 
effect of the poison, yet it seemed as 
though Veeranen would never brmg the 
brandy, aud I called wildly to him to 
come to me. 
He ran into the room with 
a bottle of th e precious liquor in his 
hAud, but in tiie confusion he could not 
find a corkscrew, aud he was too much 
dazed and terrified a t my misfortune to 
think of the ready expedient of knockiug 
off the head of tho bottle. 
However, I 
soon sent it flying, and pouring out half 
a tumbler of brandy, I drank it at a 
gulp. 
The spirit relieved me, and thus 
nerved to renewed action I bade V eera­ 


pen call the cook to bring some burning 
sticks from tbo kitchen. 
W ith one of 
these glowiug firebrands I soared my 
bleeding and quivering flesh, never 
flinching under what in ordiuary circum­ 
stances won!il have been excruciating 
agony, but rather cherishing the pain 
which was a possible means of saviug 
my life. 
But I feared my caau was past 
all hulp, for I was teiisihle th at the con­ 
tractions of my huart wore growing very 
feeble and respiration became more aud 
mure difficult. 
I felt the keenest anguish, and I 
knew th at there remained only one final 
stage—th at of falling iuto a tuint lefure 
death supervenid. 
J iih' us my sm ses were deserting mo I 
was able to clutch the bottle of braudy, 
sud once more poured a large quantity 
int.) a glass. 
W ith an effort 1 just m an­ 
aged to raise it to my lips and quaffed 
the reqnickeiiing spirit, which acted ou 
my proatarted nerves like 
a 
magic 
draught. 
I rallied; and with a fierce determ ina­ 
tion tu live I braced my se.ises together 
for a final struggle with the potent poi 
son whicb was now coursing like liquid 
fire through every vein 
tu my body. 
The brandy bad no intoxicating results, 
its ordiuary effects being neutralized by 
the virus iu my body. The giant Alco­ 
hol bnd for once to combat w ith a rival 
mightier tbau himself; and my life de 
ponded upon the issue of the struggle. 
Knowing th at 1 might at any moment 
lapse into the fatal comatose siatu, I has­ 
tily gave my in»tructious to Veerapen 
and the ccok, while my tnind remained 
clear. 
I directed them to hold uie by 
my arms, oue on eacb side, to keep me 
walking about, aud on no account to 
suffer me to lie down or to go to sleep. 
1 explained to Veerapeu that m y life 
depended on my being kept awake, and 
I dircfated him to check the fatal drowsi­ 
ness by thrashiug me with iny own 
hursewhip if necessary, and not to spare 
it. 
Vuerapeu armed himself with the whip 
us ordered, and ho uud the cook began 
inarching up and dowu the room. 
A r 
overwhelming faintucss Boon came upon 
me, from which a further large d o se of 
brandy failed to rouse ine, aud I should 
have gone to sleep as 1 walked had not 
Veerapeu then administered a sharp cu t 
across my calves. 
The pain stuug me into activity, and 
I turned upon my servant with an 
am ouut of fury which caused him to re­ 
treat in hot haste. 
But remembering 
why the blow was given I thanked him 
for it, onrbiug my posBiun and telliug 
him to remember bis cure of me. 
I 
begged him. no m atter what iny present 
anger might be, to continue by the se­ 
vere means I had placed in his hands to 
prevent me from falling asleep, as 1 
would handsomely reward him if fie 
would save my life. 
I cannot ricollect all th at passed, but 
Veerapen told me th at I alternately 
commanded and entreated with tears iu 
my eyes to be allowed to go to sleep if 
only for a minute, but that ihe only a t­ 
tention he paid to my threats or entrea 
ties was to lay on all the harder with 
the whip.

I knew I consumed a great deal of 
brandy, bnt I did not think I bad fin­ 
ished as much as six battles. Veerapen, 
however, assured me 1 had not only 
taken that quautity, hut had wished to 
have more, ouly he huil refused to let 
pre have it. 
He produced half a dozen

I gave my faithful boy twelve m onths’ 
pay, and to the cook six, as a rew ard for 
their timely services. 
I do not think 
anything could induce me to part with 
Veerapen to leave mo 03 long as I re­ 
main iu the country, and I shall give 
him a pension for life when I finally ro- 
tiro from ludia. 
Tho effects of the poison did uot alto­ 
gether disappear for some time, but 
inauifcated themselves at intervals iu 
muscular spasms, which were very pain­ 
ful anil accompanied by great depression 
of spirits. 
Time, however, cures all 
things, and I tun to-day as sound os 
though I had never been within an ace 
of losiug my life through the bite of a 
tic-polonga. 


O liv e C u l t u r e . 
Ju st now is the time for farmers and 
rauchineu to decide upon the kind of 
trues they will plant this season. 
And 
right hero we wish to urge upon such to 
in-ike a start in plauting olive trees. 
Thero is not a shadow of doubt that the 
olive will do well anywhere either in 
.Sonoma or Marin counties. 
History 
teaches us that it is indigenous to sea­ 
shores. 
But in regard to the grow th of 
the olive here we do not speak at ran ­ 
dom. 
In the8pring of 1885 we procured 
and planted two rooted olive cuttings 
N oither were more than u foot high nor 
then larger than a pencil. 
They both 
grew thriftily, tho largest being now over 
five feet high, with a diameter of near 
two inches at the ground. 
N either 
shall we be surprised it these trees blos­ 
som and bear a few olives tho coming 
season, for Mr. Stratton, the nursery­ 
man of this city, exhibited at our lust 
Fair an olive tree only throe yeurs old, 
grown in a pot, th at was bearing several 
olives. 
The olive being an evergreeu, 
is uot only useful and profitable, but or­ 
namental as well. 
It grows with a 
shapely top and its deep green foliage 
renders it sightly and attractive, 
in 
many of tho eountrios of Kurope the 
olive furnishes to the lnboring nmsses a 
substitute for both butter aud m eat. 
It 
will grow in poor, rocky soil, w ith less 
care or cultivation than almost any other 
nut or fruit bearing tree. 
From the 
trees above referred to, small limbs cut 
offla^t spring and stuck into tho ground, 
took root nud are growing. 
This is m en­ 
tioned because it may net be generally 
known that the olive will grow from cut­ 
tings. 
This being tho fact, it will be 
readily set-a that no great expense ueed 
be incurrod in starting an olive grove. 
Such u grove, when, started, will be 
fruitful for ages.— Petalum a Argue.

THE PEOPLE OF MARS. 


Wonderful Discovery of an 
Italian Astronomer 


MARS 
LIKE 
THE 
EARTH. 


Air and Water—Broad 
Canals, 
Lake» and Mountains—Plainly 
Discernable by Teltscope. 


The discovery of a network of so-' 
called canals upon the planet Mars by 
Schiaparelli several years ago has been 
confirmed this year by observers both in 
England and Italy. Iu 1877, Mars, being 
on the same side of tho sun the earth 
was, and in th at part of its orbit which 
brought it unusually close to the earth, 
shoue w ith greater spleudor in the mid­ 
night sky. 
It was under these favora­ 
ble circumstances th at Professor Hall, 
w ith the huge telescope th at bad been 
set up at W ashington, caught sight of 
two small inoons revolving doso around 
M ars, and moving so swiftly that thoy 
m ight almost be computed to little 
gulden shuttles playing back and forth 
on either side of the rnddy planet’s 
disk. 
The fame of this discovery was 
so great, and the delight of the astrono­ 
mers, who found here n new and totally 
unexpected teat of th e laws of planetary 
motion, so unbounded, th at another dis­ 
covery, m ade at the same time, received 
com paratively little attention. 
This 
other discovery was the work of the 
keen-eyed Director of the Milan Ob 
servatory, N . Schiaparelli. 
H e found 
th at the equatorial regions of Mars were 
inturaecteu by long narrow lines which 
rmeinbled iu color tboie spots that are 
believed to be seas, auil which began 
and ended in these M artian sens, thus 
indicating a close conato ion between 
them . 
The shape of these 'supposed water­ 
courses suggested the nauis "canals,” 
which was applied to them. 
Some o» 
troiiomers of reputation argued that 
they really were canals, constructed by 
th e supposititious ii habitants of Mars; 
ami to tho objection th at the canals 
were too large to admit of ihe suppo­ 
sition th at they could be artificial works 
—being sixty miles or more broad— 
they replied th at since the force of 
gravity on m ars is very much less tlum 
upon tho earth, tho iuhabitanta of that 
planet might attain u proportionately 
greater stature and muscular power and 
agility th at would euahle them to under­ 
take works utterly beyond the c-ip icity 
of terrestrial men. 
This sort of specula­ 
tion tended to bring Schiaparelli’» really 
brilliant discovery into derision, par­ 
ticularly among those whose telescopes 
did not revea1 the phenomena he had 
detected. 
But .Schiaparelli insisted that 
he had seen what ho had seen, auil his 
discovery was defended by his well- 
established reputation as an observer. 
Iu 1879, Mars being once more favora­ 
bly situated, ho saw his canal* again, 
ami discovered a number of new ones, 
and in the fall and winter of 1881-2 he 
repeated his observations. Ou these last 
two occasious he made a still more sur­ 
prising discovery, namely, that the ca­ 
nals, or many of them, were double. 
Right alongside those which he bad s«-eu 
before, and f llowing the same sinu­ 
osities, he detected uew canals. 
He 
made a m ap of Mars on M ercator’s pro­ 
jection, and in this map the whole tur- 
face of the planet, ix cipt iu tbo polar 
regions, is seen covered with a network 
of dark stripes runuiug iu |airs, inter­ 
secting the continents in every direction, 
and invariably ending iu the surround­ 
ing seas. 
The manner in which tho doubling of 
the canals was effected was not the least 
astonishing part of the discovery. They 
were not at all seen double at once. 
Schiaparelli himself suggested th at the 
phenomenon 
depende.l in some way 
upon*' the seasons of the planet. 
(hie 
after another the canals would double 
up. 
No lets than seventeen successive­ 
ly exhibited this appearance in the 
course of a siugle mouth. 
The uew 
canal w ould appear at first as a faint 
streak, barely discernible alongside the 
old oue. 
i t would tlieu rapidly become 
darker and plainer uulil in the course of 
a few days it was as broad and distinct 
as the original canal. 
T his strange doubling of the so called 
canals made the whole pbeunmou ap ­ 
pear to those who were originally in­ 
clined to doubt its reality os the result 
ol mere imagination or self-deeoption on 
the part of the observer. 
Schiaparelli 
himself relates th at lie was so aston­ 
ished by what he saw that at first he 
thought he must be the vict m of an 
“illusion, caused by fatigue of the eye 
and some new kind of strabismus.” 
But 
he convinced himself by the most puius- 
taking observations th at there was no 
dect-ptiou about his discovery. 
“ As 
things stand,” he said, “ it would be pre­ 
m ature to put forth conjectures about 
tbe nature of these canals. 
As to their 
existenoe 1 need not say th at I have 
taken every necessary precaution to 
avoid even the suspicion of illusion, and 
I am absolutely certaiu of what I have 
seen.’’ 
Yet, notwithstanding N. Schiaparelli’s 
assurance th at the world of Mars really 
possesses these curious markings, the 
fact has hitherto rested principally upon 
his observations alone. 
To be sure, a 
few of his claims had been detected sev­ 
eral years before his origiual observation, 
notably by Dawes, bui nobody besides 
Schiaparelli had beheld the phenome­ 
non on any such scale as whs exhibited 
in his map. 
But now confirmation of 
hia discoveries comes from two most 
trustw orthy sources. Duriug the appo­ 
sition of M ars this year, Mr. Dinning, 
of Bristol, and M. M. Thollon and Per- 
rotin, of Nice, undertook oareful telo- 
acopio studios of the planet's surface. 
Mr. Denning was ablo to detect the 
existence oi Schiaparilli’s canals, al­ 
though they were very faint lines as he 
saw them , aud ho did uot perceive 
them double. 
Nevertheless, he baw 
enough to convince him that thero was 
no deception in the Italian astronomer's 
observations. 
MM. Perrotin and Thollon, in the 
purer skies of Nice, were able to accom­ 
plish m uch more. They plainly saw 
the double canals of Schiaparelli, and 
also dotetcted the curious and rap:d 
changes iu the appearance of these ub- 
jeots th a t so astonished their original 
discoverer. 
Schiaparelli 
himself, 
a; 
about the same time, re.ltaeovore > the 
double canals. 
The astronomers a t Nice 
also caught sight of several 
shining 
points lying south of the north polar 
snowfields of MArs, and closely resem­ 
bling sim ilar phenomena perceived by 
Mr. Green at Madeira in 1877, near tbo 
southern Bnow cap of th at planet. 
It 
has been suggested that these brilliant 
spots, whose visibility apparently de- 
peuds upon the Bensons, may be m oun­ 
tainous islands so situated that they are 
covered w ith snow and ico during part 
of tho year, aud disappear to our eyes 
when the snow melts. 
The singular and most interesting 
pectacle of clouds in tho atmosphere of 
Mars obscuring portions of its surface 
and ohanging their form and position, as 
if driven by winds, was also witnessed 
by MM.

Those who formerly thought th at tbe 
moon might be an inhabited world found 
the foundation of their belief cut away 
from under them when it become evident 
thut the moon is destitute of air aud 
water. 
But this powerful argum ent 
against lmbitablenes8 cannot be applied 
iu the cose of Mars. 
T hat planet surely 
posses es an atm osphere and water. It is 
true the d'Stribution of the land anil 
seas an Mars is very different from that 
on the earth, and M ars lias as much dry 
land as it has water. 
Its atmosphere 
also probably differs very much from 
ours. 
Y et it does post-ess both uir and 
water, and so, although the conditions 
of life thero would vary widely from 
those prevailing upon the eurth, it is 
upon the whole more reasonable to eon- 
olude th at life in some form exists upon 
Mars than it is a dead and deserted 
world like tb e moon. 
For this reason 
discoveries concerning the physical con­ 
dition of Mars possess a peculiar interest. 
As science does not forbid tbe belief tlm t 
MaiH may be inhabited by intelligent 
beiugs, we are not obliged to look upon 
the various features of its snrtoce th at 
powerful tele copes reveal as merely so 
ninny details of a desert and tenautless 
landscape, but rather we may consider 
them as the environm ents of sensible 
beings, who. inasmuch as they belong 
to our solar system, and, like ourselves, 
are journeying onward w ith the sun, 
must be regarded us our fellow voyagers 
through space. 
Like the crew and passengers of a lone 
ship, loug tossed upon a 
boundless 
ocean, we strain our eyes after this dis­ 
tant consort of the earth and wish for 
telescopes of almost infinite power, that 
we might oatch a glimpse of friendly 
faces looking out from th at far-away 
sail.—N . ¥ . Sun.

The railroad corporation* are 
paid a fair rate for carrying the mails, 
while the ship owners are not. 
Uotii 
the pa8sagu of the Frye-Dingley ship­ 
ping bill, which hus removed nearly all 
of the most grievous burdens the ship 
owners were compelled to endure, the 
law made the currying of oeean mails 
compulsory on the purt of owners of ves- 
sely carrying our fi ig- 
If C ingress will only make the neces­ 
sary appropriations to pay the owuers 
of Americau ship» for carrying the mails, 
the proposed liue from New Orleans to 
Kio de Janeiro, ami a num ber of others, 
will b eat once established. 
“ They order these things better” in 
Brazil. I have before me tw o officiul 
document*, published by the Imperial 
government. 
Touching the experience 
of that governm ent in creating avenue* 
of trade, it quotes as follows: 
“ The Empire of Brazil does not profess 
a policy of protection; nevertheless, iu 
consideraticn of the question of fruight* 
on coffee to the United States it saw that 
the establishm ent of n line of steamer* 
under the American dag, iu coinpe ilion 
with English steamers, would produce u 
reduction in freight rates, and therefore 
determined to grant a sub-nly to a new 
line. 
The result justified th e expecta­ 
tions of the government, aud the rate of 
freights, which eight years ago was sev­ 
enty five cents to one dollar per bag of 
coffee by the Eastern steamers, lias fallen 
to an average of forty cent», aud cargoes 
have been brought a* low as ten and 
fifteen cents. 
I t has .been said of such 
ourgoes th at it actually cost less to bring 
them from Kio de Janeiro to New York 
than to transport them after their arri­ 
val from Brooklyn to the railroads iu 
New York or Jersey City. 
The tru th is 
th at the expense of the subsiiy ba* 
been a profitable one to Brazil, since it 
brought about so marked a difference 
in the freight rales, a difference which 
more than balances the tax laid to pay 
the subsidy." 
Touching the question of making New 
Orleans tbe great distributing centre of 
coffee, I quote as follows: 
Suppo ing freights from 
Brnzillian 
ports lo New York ami New Orleans to 
be the same, the c msuiners could then 
decide whether to continue to pay the 
excess of cost of transportation by rail 
o v irlh a tb y river. 
A nyone can com­ 
pare the cost of these different freights, 
and the result of such comparison is so 
clear that it i i not necessary to enlarge 
upon if. 
Nevertheless, three-fourths of the im­ 
portation of Brazilian coffee is turned 
away from the course of the great rivor 
which is its moat natural menus of 
transportation, as well as the cheapest 
for th at whole region, arrives alm ost 
entirely at the place of consuir ption, by 
w--y ot Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
Louisville, Memphis, etc , after trans­ 
portation for a great part of the way by 
ruil Loin New \o rk to the V'alley of the 
M iHsissippi. 
In the future, more or less distant, 
this article will find and follow its route 
along the oour*e of the Mississippi, al­ 
most as naturally as the waters of th at 
river find their way to the Gulf; but as 
this 
is 
a m atter of 
interest 
to 
two 
enlightened 
and 
progres ive 
countries, it seems not too mnch to ex ­ 
pect than the operation of national law 
w ill be anticipated by the enterprise of 
those w ho devote them selves to 
this 
branch of business.

A T a lk W ith a S lv tf r «f s i. m a r ­ 
g a re s —P re v e n tio n of D isease. 
T h e prevalence of diphtheria at th e 
present tim e, both in B j sIou anil many 
suburban cities and tow ns, ha* called 
renewed atten tion to the ravages of this 
dreaded disease am i the conditions un­ 
der w hich it im plants aud spreads itself 
throught corn utilities. 
W hile outbreaks of tho disease occnr 
w ithout auy seem ing or adequate cause 
a t all se iso.18, the b.-ginniag of winter is 
esp ecially marked as tho seaton of its 
usual approach. 
M any b elieve that the alternate suow 
and rain of late N ovem ber or early D e­ 
cem ber, and the ‘‘January th aw ” at the 
early spring, are the periods of the year 
favorable to th e establishm ent of tbis 
Mdrmic, and m any homes have cause 
lircad th e presence of “ slush y we »th- 
’fd u ring th e w inter tim e. 
‘It ain’t 
« clear, crisp, cold of w iuter th at lays 
m lhiM ren up w ith coaids or lays ’em 
gi w ith diphtheria; its th e soft, pleas- 
b An' slushy days that com es every 
i jW an’ a g in ,” said an old suburban 
ju rse of “ Mrs. (J imp” type. 
“ It’s tlm 
/et feet th e children g et g o in ’ to an ’ 
iiom M bool. 
M os’ folks ttnnks that as 
p u g as Ibey keep their cellars and sheds 
cbeanei op in summer that there ain’ no 
Mar in th e cold w eather of poisonous 
t i n arisin’. 
But as a geueral thing the 
loom s are kept roasting hot, day and 
n ig h t, and th e w indows and doors are 
never opened, except for a m inute, aud 
then by accid en t.” 
' 
T here w as much truth in the obser­ 
vation, 
although it was crudely e x ­ 
pressed, and auy mother who looks over 
th e appliances for ventilation and the 
convenience for drainage w ill Hud mnch 
th at m ight be bettered, and so secure 
th e lives aud health of th e children a* 
fa r as is possible for human care to a t­ 
tain this result. 
Many a “ m ysterious 
dyspensatiou of 
Providence” can 
be 
found to h ave its origin in a neglected 
cellar, or a leaky drain and sm k-spoat, 
although in m any instances people are 
so ignoraut of neeessary t-anit.try pre­ 
cautions th at th e first theory is general­ 
ly accepted in mourning homes. 
In conversation w ith a R ecord report­ 
er recently, a Sis er of th e Order of St. 
M argaret, who is uow a nurse in one of 
oar prom inent hospitals, but who for­ 
m erly was engaged in mUmon work at 
th e N orth End, g ave mauy interesting 
5 
articulara of her experience w ith this 
isesse at th at time, w ith som e hints as 
to the detection o f tho tirst sym ptom s 
and th e afier-treatinent. 
“ t iik fir s t symptoms 
A re m uch lik e those of a h eavy cold on 
th e lungs,” sh e said. 
“ There is dilfi 
unity iu breathing; the child becom es 
feverish and stupid. 
T hen there ia a 
very sharp pain in the glands of tho 
neck, just beneath tho ear, and much 
sw elling to be noticed on th e outside of 
the ueok. 
T he tongue is coated, th e 
throat and the tonsils are especially in­ 
darned, aud little w hite spots, w hich us 
th ey grow larger, turn to a dirty yellow 
or brown, are reen. 
There is a peculiar, 
disagreeable sm ell from a dip h th eritic 
soar throat, w hich often distinguishes it 
from any other." 
“ W hat is the difference, 
then, be­ 
tw een th e ulcerated sore throat and 
this?” 
*:Tbo ulcerated sore th roat is w hat 
old-fashioned people called quinoy, hut 
they called the diphtlierit.o affection u 
‘putrid sore th roat,’ even before the roul 
uature of diphtheria was understood. 
“ The lirst th in g th at onght to be done 
in uch a case, is to call iu a doctor, but 
g gling w ith chloride potash or flonr 
of sulphur, mixed w ith water, is often 
found beneficial. 
T he patient should be 
put to bed im m ediately aud kept lying 
dow n as m uch as possible, an d nourish- 
n g food sh o u ld h e given, i 
“ 
* 


and quiet can be obtained and the 
strength cau be kept up. 
‘ Of coarse th e treatm ent must vary 
w ith th e m aliguity of th e disease. 
In ¡ 
w hat is 
known as th e m alignant or 
black dithlheria there is little th a t cau 
be done. 
I t com es ou so rapidly and 
term inates so fatally in a d iy or tw o, or 
in even le^s than tw enty-four hours. 
Ice held in the month proves the most 
sooth ing and grateful to the patient, a l­ 
thou gh in m any cases cuustic gargles are 
giveu for tho purpuro of destroying th e 
false m embrane. 
C reosote and g ly ce­ 
rine is one of these, and m uriatic acid 
und honey are som etim es applied w ith a 
cam el's hair pencil to th e back o f the 
throat, or diluted w ith water for gargl­ 
ing purposes. 
W ith very young chil­ 
dren there cannot often be successfully 
used , but w ith an 
older child or un 
ad u lt th is cannot be done. 
“ Som e doctors g iv e adults tw enty 
grains of chloride of potas ium iu s o ­ 
lution every three hours, or Hvc grains 
in solution every tw o hours for a young 
ch ild . 
C hloride nf iron and sulphate of 
q uin in e are also given, und perm anga­ 
nate of potnssiam , one dracjiin di-solved 
iu a pint and a half of water, and given 
in 'loses of a fluid drachm every hour.
